How Brandt and Stoph 
make out in their round two will 
be felt when the American, B rit­ 
ish, French and Soviet am bas

meet for 
their fourth session in West B er­ 
lin on June 9.

Brandt

ahead, prospects for easing B er­ 
lin tension will he enhanced. But 
if the East-W est German dia­ 
logue collapses, the E ast Berlin 
Communists will be tough as 
ever on West Berlin m atters.

Coffins Token 
To Symbolize 
Recent Slayings 


P E R R Y . Ga. (A P) - Black- 
draped coffins on wagons pulled 
by mules leat! a niultiple-pur- 
pose protest march leaving here 
today. 


The coffins, and predominant­ 
ly Negro m archers walking be­ 
hind them, are headed for the 
tomb of assassinated eivil rights 
leader Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr ., about 120 miles northwest of 
Perry in Atlanta. 


The coffins symbolize six Ne­ 
gro men killed in a racial dis­ 
turbance in Augusta, Ga., two 
Negro youths killed at Jackson, 
Miss., State College and four 
white college students killed at 
the campus of Kent State Uni­ 
versity in Ohio. 
The march was organized by 
the Southern Christian Leader­ 
ship Conference (SCLC), the At­ 
lanta-based eivil rights organi­ 
zation founded by King. 
The Rev. Ralph David Aber­ 
nathy, who succeeded King as 
president 
of 
the 
SCLC 
after 
King’s 
assassination 
in 
April 
1968, said the march was being 
held to protest "the violence, 
brutality and killings that have 
thrown America into a national 
em ergency in recent weeks.” 
The protesters include 
U.S. 
war activity in Southeast Asia 
as one of their targets. Aber­ 
nathy also spoke of marshaling 
public support for the Voting 
Hights Aet and the 18-year-old 
vote. 
Perry, a city of about 8,(HH), 
some 40 per cent Negro, has 
been the scene of recent SCLC- 
led protests involving school af­ 
fairs and alleged discriminatory 
hiring 
practices in city busi­ 
nesses. 
On Saturday,

marchers 
and persons from other states 
plan to gather at King’s tomb, 
then march to downtown Atlan 
ta past the State Capitol and on 
to King’s alm a 
mater, 
More­ 
house College. 
A rally is scheduled at which 
speeches are planned by Aber­ 
nathy, King’s widow, State Hep. 
Julian Bond, Sen. George Mc­ 
Govern, D-S.D., and David Hil­ 
liard of the Blaek Panther par­ 
ty.

cease-fire which the Saigon gov­

South Vietnamese and U.S. of 
fensive operations in South Viet­ 
nam. There was no letup in the 
campaigns across the border in 
Cambodia or in air attacks on 
the Ho Chi Minh trail in Laos. 
A U.S. communique reported 
166 "enem y initiated actions” of 
all types during the cease-fire 
and said 141 of Hie enemy were 
killed.

Wages, Prices Face Jawboning 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
old tactic of "jaw boning” wages 
and prices into line, ridiculed 
and discredited by the Nixon ad­ 
ministration, seems to be mak­ 
ing a com eback.

Romney

considerably 
blunter, straying farther than 
ever off the reservation of con­ 
formity to try a little jawboning 
of his own.

NEW YORK (AP) — The en- 
ergy and initiative required to 
mail a preaddressed envelope 
by midnight tonight is all that 
stands between certain share­ 
holders of American Telephone 
& Telegraph Co. and a worth­ 
while sum of money. 
This is the last day, th a t’is, 
for thousands of AT&T share­ 
holders to cash in on their com­ 
pany’s tremendous capital rais­ 
ing 
project. 
AU 
3.1 
mUlion 
shareholders were 
invited to 
participate. Thousands haven’t 
acted yet. 
For the owner of 105 shares of 
AT&T stock, this failure to re­ 
spond to the offer is the equiva­ 
lent of declining a cash gift of 
$45.94, based on prices before 
the opening of the stock market 
today. 
John J. Scanlon, treasurer, re­ 
ports that returns through Fri­ 
day were slower than for a 
roughly comparable 1958 offer­ 
ing, but that a late avalanche of 
mail is still expected to make 
the offering a big success. 
This is the story: 
AT&T needs money to finance 
expansion. The total was fixed 
at $1,569 biUion, a record sum 
for this, the largest corporate 
entity in the world. It decided to 
seek the money from its own 
shareholders. 
A complex financing plan was 
announced last January. AT&T 
decided to entice its sharehold­ 
ers to come up with the money 
by offering this deal: 
Every stockholder was de­ 
clared to possess rights in tile 
same number of his shares of 
stock. For each 35 rights, or 
shares, the stockholder was en­ 
titled to purchase a $100 AT&T 
bond, technically called a de­ 
benture. 
But why buy a $100 bond at its 
face value when the same bond 
could be purchased in the m ar­ 
ket at between $97 and $98? For 
this reason: 
—The purchase of a bond enti­ 
tles the owner to receive two 
warrants, each entitling him to 
buy, anytime between Nov. 15, 
1970 and May 15, 1975, a share 
of AT&T common stock at $52 a 
share. 
“Some 
bargain!” 
you 
ex­ 
claim, noting that shares of 
AT&T closed Friday at $46.75 
each. True, that’s the price now, 
but that price can reasonably be 
expected to climb above $52 a 
share 
during 
the 
next 
five 
years. 
In fact, a good many people 
are willing to bet on this occur­ 
ring. Therefore, they are willing 
to pay you more than $9 each 
for those warrants, should you 
be inclined to sell. Your $100 
bond is really worth more than 
$115. 
But, you ask, how can a 
shareholder of 105 shares stand 
to 
lose 
more 
than 45 if he 
doesn’t mail an envelope by to­ 
night? For this reason: 
Those rights have also taken 
on a value of their own. A m ar­ 
ket has developed for them; a 
lot of investors are willing to 
buy those rights from share­ 
holders. 
At the close of tht stock m ar­ 
ket trading on Friday, you may 
note, the price of AT&T rights 
was 7-16 of $1, or .4375 cents 
each, lf a shareholder owns 105 
rights, their value early today 
was $45.94. 
However, a good many people 
who do not intend to buy those 
$100 bonds apparently feel that 
the m atter is therefore closed 
for them and that they can toss 
the return envelope in the was­ 
tebasket. lf they do, they toss 
away the value of the rights. 
For that reason, every AT&T 
shareholder is compelled, in jus­ 
tice to himself, to take some ac­ 
tion. If he wishes to obtain the 
m arket value for his rights he 
has these options: 
—Sell the rights to a broker, 
although it’s pretty late for that. 
—Sign his name on the dearly 
designated line of the certificate 
sent to him and mail it by mid­ 


night In tile preaddressed enve­ 
lope. A check will be sent to 
him. 
—Sign his name on the section 
of the certficate that transfers 
the rights to another person. 
This person must be named on 
the form. And, of course, that 
person then must mail his order 
for bonds by the midnight date­ 
line. 
What must be remembered is 
that the rights have no value 
after midnight. 


If the stockholder still wishes 
to become involved in the offer, 
he must send $100 and 35 rights, 
again to be postmarked by to­ 
night. 
If he doesn’t possess as many 
rights as he needs, he may pur­ 
chase these by filling out the ap­ 
propriate section of the certifi­ 
cate sent him and sending it in 
with his order. The money for 
the bonds must accompany the 
order. He will be billed later for 
the additional rights.

Dear Editor: 
As a 
student of Hanover 
College, I am writing to you 
out of a deep concern that has 
arisen in me over tile events 
of these past few weeks. I would 
like to emphasize to you that 
this letter is not from a radical, 
a “ bum,” or an “ anarchist,” 
but from a deeply concerned 
college student. 
First of all, I would urge 
people everywhere to look at 
the protests of students these 
past weeks very seriously. True, 
there have been outbursts of 
violence, but for the most part 
activities on 
most campuses 
have 
been 
nonviolent. 
This 
protest 
comprises 
a 
bigger 
proportion of college students 
than ever before. 
Here at Hanover, events have 
been very peaceful. 
Situated 
here in quiet Southern Indiana, 
our school is known for its 
conservative 
and 
apathetic 
atmosphere. 
We 
have 
never 
been known to have any big 
demonstrations, 
I e t 
alone 
violence. But this campus is 
really aroused. 
Many 
people 
said 
that 
this 
feeling would 
subside this week, but it has 
not and I believe that we are 
seeing only the beginning of a 
nationwide movement for 
tile 
immediate end of the war. Our 
activities here have Whsisted of 
classroom discussions and a big 
letter-writing campaign. 
I, like all of you, abhor the 
use of violence. But since when 
does the right of dissent carry 
the 
right to kill 
also? 
Are 
National Guardsmen justified in 
killing four students, some of 
whom were innocent bystan­ 
ders? And if, as the National 
Guardsmen elaim, their lives 
were threatened, why were all 
of the students hilled at least 
75 feet away from the troops? 
The right of nonviolent protest 
must 
be 
maintained 
in 
our 
nation. 
But I don’t feel that the Kent 
State incident is the real cause 
of our student protests. The 
main reason is the continuing 
w ar in Indochina. How can we 
let this war go on any longer? 
This 
is the 
reason 
we 
are 
protesting. 
How 
can 
good 
Christians continue the wasteful 
and 
inhumane 
slaughter 
of 
people? We w ill no longer stand 
for this useless behavior on 
behalf of our country. We will 
continue to act because we feel 
our 
presence 
in 
Vietnam is 
morally wrong. We protest the 
pilfering 
of 
land 
and 
the 
d e s t r u c t i o n 
of 
national 
resources. 
We 
also 
oppose 
America’s right to conduct an 
illegal war, a war that has 
n e v e r 
been 
declared 
by 
Congress. W'c* oppose the deaths 
of men, be it American, Viet­ 
namese or Communist. We ask 
for an immediate end to this 
war. 
We also vigorously oppose the 


P r e s i d e n t ’ s “invasion” of 
Cambodia. We sec it as an 
expansion of the war, which can 
only lead to the loss of more 
lives. We also attack President 
Nixon’s total disregard for the 
S e n a t e 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee, which voted almost 
unanimously not to send aid of 
any kind to Cambodia. 
In closing, I ask you to lake 
this letter in all seriousness. It 
has 
not been 
a 
spur-of-the- 
moment decision. I ain deeply 
concerned over the future of our 
nation and pledge my support 
to oppose violence of all forms. 
I urge all of you to write your 
Congressmen, 
but 
more 
im ­ 
portantly, to respect my opinion 
as one that has arisen from a 
strong Christian upbringing.

Rules In Favor 


Of Union Lawsuit 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Pro­ 
union workers were given great­ 
er protection against unfair la­ 
bor practices today by the Su­ 
prem e Court.

that an em ployer found to have 
violated w orkers’ rights prior to 
a representation election can be 
forced to stop the practice even 
though a second, unchallenged 
election has been held.

Heyerdahl's 


Paper Boat 


In Atlantic 


SAKI, Morocco (AP) — Gale 
winds and 15 foot waves pushed 
Thor H eyerdahl’s papyrus boat 
Ka 
ll 
steadily southwestward 
into the Atlantic Monday on the 
Norwegian explorer’s second a t­ 
tem pt to sail to America. 
The 40-foot boat, copied from 
relief 
carvings 
and 
models 
found 
in 
ancient 
Egyptian 
tombs, left Safi Sunday morning 
under a cloudless sky, and the 
high wind quickly pushed it out 
to sea. 
The Ka was reported more 
than KH) miles out of Safi in less 
than 24 hours. 
Heyerdahl and his crew of 
seven are trying to reach the 
east coast of Mexico—a 4,500 
mile voyage—by early August 
in an attem pt to prove that 
Egyptian 
sailors 
could 
have 
done the sam e tiling some 3,000 
years before Columbus. 
Heyerdahl failed in his first 
attem pt to cross the Atlantic 
last year in a papyrus boat 
nam ed Ila I. The fragile craft 
ran into the Caribbean hurri 
cane season, alm ost sank, and 
its crew was forced to abandon 
it after completing two-thirds oj: 
the voyage. 
“ We are starting IO days ear 
lier this year, so we hope to 
avoid the hurricanes on the oth 
er side,” the 55-year-old lleyer 
dahl said. “ And the boat is o!f 
much stronger construction. It’s 
a real beauty.”

A brigade commander at 
this base area IOO miles north of 
Saigon, Col. C arter W. Clarke, 
said Sunday his operations are 
sometimes reduced to six hours 
a day because of the weather. 


3. The orders to clean out the 
enemy supply caches and stock­ 
pile the supplies inside South 
Viet na rn. 
“ We would much rather blow 
these caches up and move,” a 
senior officer of the U.S. 1st Air 
Cavalry 
Divison 
said. 
“ The 
need to secure these places, 
then ship the stuff out is slowing 
us down terribly. The political 
requirements in this operation 
are overshadowing the military 
requirements.”
